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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 2-12, 14-16, 18-26 & 28-30 are pending. 

2. The response of 6/24/2004 has been received and considered. 

3. The amendments to the specification and drawings have been entered and considered. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 5, 7, 9, 15, 20, 22, 24 & 29 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Regarding claims 20, 22, 24 & 29, in each of the claims, references to RD should be 

replaced with ROD. 

Regarding claims 5, 7, 9, 15, 20 & 22, "the content includes" should be replaced with 
"wherein the content includes" 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 4, 12, 19 & 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The notion that the first data set is extracted "with greater 
ease" than the second data set being extracted without access to the first data set is relative and 
indefinite. Indefiniteness arises, for instance, that as technology progresses (and/or possible 
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breaks in security algorithms), the "ease" of extracting data as compared to a second data is 
flexible. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2, 3, 5-11, 14-16, 18, 20-25 & 28-30 would be allowable if rewritten or amended 
to overcome the claim objections to claims 5, 7, 9, 15, 20, 22, 24 & 29, set forth in this Office 
action. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art relied 
upon fails to teach or suggest a first data set/content including the CID/C1 and RN/r and the 
second data set/Cl including the ROD/c and the prior art relied upon fails to teach or suggest the 
first data set/content including the ROD/c and RN/r and the second data set/Cl including the 
CID/c.
